C O B B E T T I N 1797. 
The following is extracted from Bernard's Manuscript 


Journal : — 
“ There was a paper published at thi* time (1797) in 
Philadelphia, edited by Cobbett, and entitled “ Peter 
Porcupine,” which narue, from a first association was 
transferred to Cobbett himself, by both friends and 
enemies. 
Nothing could have been more happy than 
the title, for it might have been said of him that he had 
a quill for every subject and person “ he noticed.” — 
The Farmers used to admire this paper from tl.w Edi­ 
tors excellent (and most beneficial) knowledge of agri­ 
culture, but its political character was the m ost/a- 
mous, and with one party of people in the States had 
great iniluence and admiration, notwithstanding the 
virulent personalities it indulged in. 
The must amusing 
reminiscence o f Peter Porcupine that, occurs to me, 
is, that shortly after this period, Anthony P a t quin em­ 
igrated to New York, and from his known ability was 
set up in a newspaper, by the opposite p a r ty , to com­ 
bat with Cobbett ; when the literary sparring that en­ 
sued between these two political champions, was not 
less novel than surprising to the Americans. 
In many 
respects (not less in private character than in public 
talents) no men could have been more alike than P a t­ 
quin and Cobbett, happy however, as they were in 
various styles, they excelled but in one and the same, 
j)er$onal sensibility, and as the old proverb informs 
us that “ two of a trade can never agree,” their disa­ 
greement and their respective talents brought ab ut “ a 
tug of war,” comparatively not inferior in its equality 
and obstinacy, to that which is spoken of by the poet, 


“ W hen (J r ttk meets G reek." 
Instead of the general political purposes for which the 
contest was set on foot by their respective parties, it 
turned out purely individual, and entre nous was the 
proper motto of both, so it appeared to me they were 
striving to seo who had the best knowledge of personul 
invective, was the most fluent in epithets, and could 
bespatter his antagonist to the greatest degree with the

dentially two teats appeared to discover the orune—if 
the witch cries out ‘Lord have mercy upon me !* when 
apprehended ; and the inability of shedding tears ^be­ 
cause, as a witch could only shed three tears, and those 
with her left eye, her stock was quickly exhausted ;

R esolved, by both Houses, tlie sam e be in# agreed to by a 
majority of the Senators, and tw o thirds of the members of ihe 
House of Representative*, present and voting thereon -,

is proper and expedient tu utter the Constitution of this C om ­ 
m o n w ealth , by adopting the subjoined article of Amendment, 
and that the same as thus agreed to, be entered on tlii* Journals 
of the tw o Houses, w ith the yeas and nays taken thereon,— 
and referred to the General Court n o il to be chosen, and that 
the sam e be published, to the end ,th at il agreed to by the G en ­ 
eral Couit next to be chosen, in the sam e m an n er provided by 
tlie Constitution, it may bo submitted to the people, for their 
ratification, in order that it may become part o f the C on stitu ­ 
tion of this Commonwealth. 
A R T IC L E O F A M E N D M E N T . 
In order to provide for a representation of the citizens of this 
Common wealth, founded upon the principles of equality, a cen ­ 
sus of the rateable polls in each city, tow n and district of the 
Commonwealth on the first day of May, shall be taken and re­ 
turned into the Secretary's Office, in such manner as tho Legis­ 
lature shall provide, within the month of May, in tho year of 
our Lord ono thousand eight hundred and thirty »even, and in 
every tenth year thereafter, in the m onth of May, In manner 
aforesaid ; and each tow n or city, having three hundred ratss- 
ble polls, at the last preeeeding decennial census of polls, may 
elect one representative; and for every four hundred and lifiy 
rateable polls, in udditiou to tlio first three hundred, one ropru- 
aeritatn. more. 
Any tow n having less than three hundred rateable polls, 
• hall be represented thus :—T h e whole number of rateable polls, 
at the last proceeding decennial valuation of polls, shall be mal* 
tlplied by ten , and the product divided by three hundred, and 
• uch tow n may elect ono representative, as m any years w ithin 
ten years, as three hundred is contained in the product aforu- 
siid . 
Any city or tow n, having rateable polls enough to elect ono 
or more representatives, with any num ber of polls beyond the 
necessary number, may be represented as to th at surplus num ­ 
ber, by multiplying such surplus number by ten, and dividing 
the product by four hundred and lifty ; and such city or tow n 
may elect one additional representative, as many years within 
the ten years, as four hundred and fifty is contained in (ho pro­ 
duct aforesaid. 
Any two or more of the several tow ns and districts m ay, by 
Consent o f a majority of lepral voters, present at a legal m eet­ 
ing, in each of said tow ns and districts respectively, called for 
that purpose, and h«ld previous to the first day of July, in the 
year in which the decennial census of polls shall betaken, form 
themselves into a representative district, to continue until the 
next decennial census of polls, for the election of a r> p r e d i c a ­ 
tive or representatives :— And auch districts shall have all the 
rights, in regard to representation, which would belong to a
